The United States and Spain Have 


Now Resumed Diplomatic 


Intercourse. 


SPANISH MINISTER VISITS PRESIDENT 


Dae D'Arcos Appears at the White House and 


Exchanges Friendly Greetings With William 


flcKinley—The Speeches Plain. 


Washington, D. C., June 3.—Dip- 


lomatic relations with Spain, broken 
off April 81, 1898, were formally re- 
sumed at 11 o'clock today when 
President 
McKinley greeted 
Due 


D'Arcos, the newly accredited min- 
ister to the United States in the blue 
parlor of the White House. 


Simultaneously in Madrid, if the 


program was carried out, Bellamy 
Storer, the new United States min- 
ister to Spain, was being presented 
to Christina, the queen regent dur- 
ing the legal minority of his catholic 
majesty, Alphonso XIII. It was a 
notable occasion in the world's his- 
tory—the resumption of friendly re- 
lations between two nations which 
had been at war and in the brief 
struggle had changed the map of the 
world. 


The speeches of today were espe- 


cially notable. 
They were plain- 


spoken and devoid of the usual hazy 
diplomatic phraseology. 


The ceremony was exceedingly 


simple. Promptly at 11 o'clock, the 
hour set, the two carnages contain- 
ing the Due D'Arcos, Secretary Hay 
and the secretaries of the new Span- 
ish minister, Seuors Riano and Fas- 
tor, reached, the White House. Quite 
a crowd had collected to catch a 
glimpse of the new minister. 
The 


party was immediately ushered into 
the blue parlor. The duke was at- 
tired tu Jain resplendent diplomatic 
uniform,.

Across., hif» coat he wore a scarlet 


sash and on his breast sparkled the 
insignia of half a dozen orders, the 
dazzling cross of the Order of the 
Catholic being the most conspicuous. 
He carried his plumed chapeau in his 
left hand and the copy of his ad- 
dress in his right. 


The secretaries were likewise at- 


tired in their gorgeous diplomatic 
uniforms. On reaching the blue par- 
lor they were presented by Secretaiy 
Hay to Colonel Bingham, who re- 
mained with them while the secre- 
tary of state retired for a moment.

nterrupted for a short time.

after the health of the queen regent 
and the king.

'actory.

The minister said:

ty, the queen regent of Spain, in the 
name of her august son, King Don 
Alphonso XIII, accredits me near 
this government in the capacity of 
envoy extraordinary 
and minister 


plenipotentiary. 
I have come to re- 


new the relations of friendship which 
have existed from of old bfitween 
Spain And the United States, and 
which were Interrupted by the war 
of last year.' 
The treaty of peace 


which Spain has signed put an end 
to that war, and now, looking only 
to'the future, Spain desires that her 
relations with this republic may be 
as friendly as they were in times 
past, and from the days in ' which 
this country was struggling to gain 
its independence. It is my task to 
contribute to the renewal of these 
relations, to strengthen them, and 
to draw them closer; and, in the dis- 
charge of it, I hope to be aided by 
the kindness and co-operation of 
your excellency and of your govern- 
ment."

money with which to pay the same; 
hat said $16,000 note was signed by 
said seven persons and not by said 
company, but was made in pursu- 
ance of an agreement that said bank 
would carry a discount line for said 
company for a sum not exceeding 
*20,000; that the said note for $16,- 
000 was by its terms payable foity- 
five days after its date, and did not 
mature until Apiil 4, 1899. That the 
said, Schell paid the Hamilton Na- 
tional bank as follows: March 14, 
1899, a check on the Colonial Na- 
tional bank, of Cleveland, for $9,- 
OOOj on the same day a check on the 
White National bank, of this city,

The trustee iepresents that he is of 
the opinion that by the said payment 
to the bank a preference was made 
i>y the Schell company which was 
void under the laws of the United 
States, and by reason of s,uch the 
Hamilton bank should pay to the 
trustee the sum so received by it as 
such preference. The trustee further 
asks the court to direct him, if in 
the opinion of the court it appears 
that he is entitled to do so, to demand 
Of the Hamilton bank a re-payment 
of the said $16,000. 


Another petition o* the same na- 


ture filed by Irustee Keegan recites 
that the Schell company on February 
17th was indebted to John I*. Evans 
in the sum of $1,200; that it paid the 
same by a check on the White Na- 
tional bank for $700; and $800 in 
cash; that the company further owed 
the said Evans the additional sum of 
$4,000, on which a partial payment 
of $1,000 was made by a draft on 
New York; that at the time these 
payments were made the company 
was insolvent, and the trustee asks 
to be directed whether he shall pro- 
ceed to the

amounts or not, and if directed to do 
so, and an action be necessary, to di- 
rect in what court it shall be 
brought.

ESTEBHAZY CONFESSES. 


London, June 3.—The Daily Chron- 


cle says that Maj. Comte Ferdinand 
Waisin Esterhazy called at its office 
ast evening (Friday) with a confi- 
ential friend, and, after declaring 
hat the time had arrived when the 
whole tiuth should be told, although 
litherto, by reason of constant orders 
,nd inducements he had kept silence 
'n the essential point, made the fol- 
owing statement: 


"The chiefs of the aimy have dis- 


gracefully abandoned me. My cup is 
Ull and I shall speak out. Yes (rais- 
ng his voice and glaring around), it 
was I who wrote the bordereau. I 
wrote it upon orders received from 
Sandherr." 


Esterhazy, the Chronicle says, then 


proceeded to explain that for months 
>efore 1893 moral pi oofs had been 
ibtainecl of leakages which were only 
>ossible thiough officeis belonging to 
he ministry of war, and it was neces- 
saty to catch the guilty party by 
material evidence. Hence the bor- 
deieau. 


When asked what the chiefs of the 


French general staff would say to 
;his confession, Esterhazy, shrug- 
>ing his shoulcleis, disdainfully re- 
plied: 


"They will lie as they know how to 


.ie, but I have them tight. I have 
proofs that they knew the whole 
thing and share the responsibility 
with me and I will produce the 
proofs." 


He then denounced the chiefs as a 


"set of scoundrels who have aban 
doned mo basely," and added, "but at 
one time they used to thank Madame 
Pays for her assistance." 


Esteihazy asseited that quite re- 


cently the chiefs sent M. La guerre, a 
foimei deputy, to London with se- 
ductive offeis to keep him silent. 


"Now they are using thieats," he 


shouted, "but I will not be deterred." 


The Daily Chionicle got Esterhazy 


to sign the notes of the inteiview.

In this discourse Dr. Talmage speaks 


6f fiome of the perils that threaten our 
American institutions, and points out 
the path of safety; text, Isaiah 02:4: 
"Thy land shall be married." 


As the greater includes the less, so 


Boes the circle of future joy around our 
entire world include the epicycle of our 
own republic. Bold, exhilarant, unique, 
Divine imagery of the text. At the close 
of a week in which for four days our 
national capital, was a pageant and all 
that grand review and bannered proces- 
sion and national anthems could do, 
celebrated peace, it may not be inapt to 
anticipate the time when the Prince of 
Peace and the heir of universal domin- 
ion shall take possession of this nation, 
end "thy land shall be married." 


In discussing the final destiny of this 


nation it makes all the difference in the 
"world whether we are on the way to a 
funeral or a wedding. The Bible lent es 
no doubt on this subject. 
In pulpits 


and on platforms and in plaees of pub- 
lic concourse I hear so many of the 
muffled drums of evil prophecy sound- 
ed, as though we were on the way to na- 
tional interment, and besides lliebes 
and Babylon and Tyre in the cemetery 
of dead nations our republic was to be 
entombed, that I wish you to under- 
Bland it is not to be obsequies, but nup- 
tials; not mausoleums, but carpeted 
altar; not cypress, but orange 
blos- 


soms; notrequiem, but wedding marfh; 
for "thy land shall be married." 


I propose to name some of the suitors 


who are claiming the hand of this re- 
public. This land is so fair, so beartft- 
ful, so affluent that it has many suitors, 
and it will depend much upon your ad- 
vice whether this or that shall be ac- 
cepted or rejected. In the first place, I 
remark: There is a greedy, all-grasp- 
ing monster who comes in as suitor 
seeking the hand of this republic, and 
that monster is known by the name of 
monopoly. His scepter is made out of 
the rail track and the wire of teleg- 
'raphy. He does everything for his own 
advantage and for the robbery of the 


the ballot box, forbid them on the plat- 
form, forbid them by great organisa- 
tions, forbid them by the overwhelming 
sentiment of an outraged nation, forbid 
them by the protest of the church of 
Cod, 
forbid them by prayer to high 


11 eaten. That Herod shall not have 
this Abigail. It shall not be to all-de- 
vouring monopoly that this land is to 
be married. 


Another suitor claiming the hand of 


this republic is nihilism. 


He owns nothing bill, a knife for uni- 


versal cutthroatery and a nitroglycerin 
bomb for universal explosion, lie be- 
lieves in no (!od, no government, no 
Heat en and no hell except what he can 
make on earth. He slew the c/.ar of 
Russia, keeps many a king practically 
imprisoned, killed Abraham Lincoln, 
would put to death every king and pres- 
ident on earth, and, if he had the power, 
would climb up until he could drive 
the God of Heaven from His throne and 
take, it himself, (he universal butcher, 
In France it is called communism; in 


the tJuited States it is called anarchismi 
in rtushia it is called nihilism, but that 
last to the most graphic and descriptite 
term. It means complete and eternal 
smash-up, it would make the holding 
of property a crime, and it would urive 
a dagger through y9iir heart and put 
n torch to your dwelling and turn over 
this whole'land into the possession of 
theft and lust and rapine and murder. 


Where does this monster live? In all 


the towns and cities of this land. It of- 
fers its hand to this fair republic. It 
proposes to tear to pieces the ballot 
box, the legislative hall, the congres- 
sional assembly. It would take this 
land and divide it up, or, rather, di- 
vide it down. It would give as much to 
the idler ns to the worker, to the bad 
as to the good. Nihilism! This pan- 
ther, luh'ing prowled across other 
lands, has set its paw on our soil, and it 
is only waiting for the time inx which 
to spiing upon its prey. It was nihilism 
that biifnedi the railroad property at 
Pittsburgh .'during the great riots; It 
was nihilism that slew black people 
in our northern cities during the war; 
it was njhilism that mauled to death the 
Chinese immigrants years ago; it is ni- 
hilistn that glares out of the windows 
of the drunkeries upon sober people 
as they go by. Ah, its power has never 
yet been tested. I pray God its power 
may never be fully tested. It would, if 
it had 'the power, leate every church, 
chapel, cathedral, schoolhouse and col- 
lege in ashes. 


Let-nte say it is the worst enemy of 


the laboring classes in any country. 
The honest ery for reform lifted by op- 


dest roy this book. Yet infidelity, loath- 
some, stenchful, leprous, pestiferous, 
rotten monster, stretches out its hand, 
ichorous with the second death, to take 
the hand of this republic. It stretches 
it Qtit through seductive magazines, 
and through lyceuyi lectures, and 
through caricatures of religion. It asks 
for all that part of the continent al- 
ready lully settled and the two-thirds 
not yet occupied. It says: "Give me 
all east of the Mississippi, with the 
keys of the church and with the Chris- 
tian printing presses. Then give me 
Wyoming, give me Alaska, give me 
Montana, give me Colorado, give me all 
the states west of the Mississippi and I 
\t ill take those places and keep them by 
right of possession long before the Gos- 
pel can be fully intrenched. 


And this suitor presses his case ap- 


pallingly. Shall the banns of that mar- 
riage be proclaimed? "Xo!" say the 
home missionaries of the west, a mar- 
tyr band of whom the world is not 
worthy, lolling amid fatigues and ma- 
laria and starvation. "No, not if we 
can help it. By what we and our chil- 
dren have suffered we forbid the banns 
of that marriage!" "No!" say all patri- 
otic voices. 
"Our institutions were 


bought at too dear a price and were de- 
fended at too great a sacrifice to be so 
cheaply surrendered." "No!" says the 
God of Bunker Hill and Independence 
hall and Gettysburg. "I did not start 
this nation for such a farce." "No!" 
cry 10,000 voices. "To infidelity this 
land shall not be married!" 


But there is another suitor that pre- 


sents his claim for the hand of this re- 
public. He is mentioned in the'verse 
following my te\t where it says: "As 
the bridegroom re joiceth over the bride, 
so shall thy God rejoice'oter thee." It 
is not my figure. It is the figure of the 
Bible. Christ is ?o desirous to have this 
world lote Him that He stops at no hu- 
miliation of simile. He compares His 
grace to spittle on the ej es of the blind 
man. He compares Himself to a hen 
gathering the chickens, and in my text 
He compares Himself to a suitor beg- 


people. Things went, on from bad to 
worse until in the three legislatures of 
New York, New Jersey and Pennsyl- 
vania for a long time monopoly decided 
everything. If monopoly favor a law, 
it passes; if monopoly oppose a law, it 
is rejected. 
Monopoly stands in the 


railroad depot putting into his pockets 
In one year $200,000,000 in excess of all 
reasonable charges for services. Monop- 
oly holds in his one hand the steam 
power of locomotion and in the other 
the electricity of swift communication. 
Monopoly has the republican party in 
one pocket and the democratic party 
in the other pocket. Monopoly decides 
nominations and elections—city elec- 
tions, state elections, national elec- 
tions. With bribes he secures the votes 
of legislators, giving them free passes, 
giving appointments to needy rela- 
tives to lucrative positions, employing 
them as attorneys if they are lawyers, 
carrying their goods 15 per cent, less if 
they are merchants, and if he find a case 
very stubborn as well as very important 
puts down before him the hard cash of 
bribery. 
• 


But monopoly is not so easily caught 


now as when during the term of Mr. 
Buchanan the legislative committee in 
one of our states explored and exposed 
the manner in which a certain railway 
company had obtained a donation of 
public land. It was found that 13 of 
the senators of that state received $175,- 
000 among them, CO members of the 
lower house of that state received be- 
tween $5,000 and $10,000 each, the gov- 
ernor of that state received $50,000, his 
clerk received $5,000, the lieutenant 
governor received $10,000, all the clerks 
of the legislature received $5,000 each, 
while $50,000 was divided among *hc 
lobby agents. That thing on a larger 
or smaller scale is all the time going on 
in some of the states of the union, but 
it is not so blundering as it used tojbe, 
and therefore not so easily exposed* or 
arrested. I tell you that the overshad- 
owing curse of the United States to- 
day is monopoly. He puts his hand 
upon every bushel of wheat, upon every 
sack of salt, upon every ton of coal, and 
every man, woman and child in the 
United Stales feels the touch of that 
moneyed despotism. 1 rejoice that In 
24 states of the union already anti-mo- 
nopoly leagues have been established. 
God speed them in the work of libera- 
tion. 
. , 
1 have nothing to say against capi- 


talists; a man has a right to all the 
money he can make hom-stlj. I have 
nothing to say against corporal ions afe 
Btich; without them no great enter- 
prise would be possible, but what I do 
eay is that the same principles are to 
be applied to capitalists and to cor- 
porations, that are applied to the poor- 
est man' and the plainest laborer. What 
Is wrong,for me is wrong for great C9r- 
porations. If I take from you youV 
property without any adequate com- 
pensation I am a thief, and if a railway 
damages the property of the people 
without making any adequate compen- 
sation that is a gigantic theft. What 
'is wrong on a small scale is wrong on 
a large scale. Monopoly in England 
has ground hundreds of thousands of. 
her best people into semistarvation, and 
in Ireland has driven multitudinous 
tenants almost to madness, and in the 
United States proposes to take the 
wealth of 60,000,000 or 70,000,000 of peo- 
ple and,put it in a few silken wallets. 


Monopoly, brazen-faced, 
iron-fin- 


gered,' vulture-hearted monopoly, of- 
fers his hand to this republic. 
He 


stretches it out over the lakes and up 
the great railroads and over thr tele- 
graph poles of the continent and says: 
"Here are my heart and hand. Be mine 
forever.% jLet the millions of the p«ople

by the vociferation for anarchy. The 
criminals and the vagabonds who range 
through'pur cities, talking about their 
rights, wheri-therr.flrst right is the pen- 
itentiary—if they,could be hushed up, 
and the downtrodden laboring men of 
this country could be heard, there 
would be more bread for hungry chil- 
dren. In this land riot and bloodshed 
never gained any wages for the people 
or gathered up any prosperity. In this 
land the best weapon is not the club, 
not the shillalah, not firearms, but the 
ballot. Let not our oppressed laboring 
men be beguiled to coming under the 
bloody banner of nihilism. It will make 


ging a hand in marriage. 
Does this 


Christ, the King, desene this land? Be- 
hold Pilate's hall and the insulting ex- 
pectoration on the face of Christ. Be- 
hold the Calvarean massacre and the 
awful hemorrhage of five wounds. Ja- 
cob served 14 years for Rachel, but 
Christ, my Lord, the King, suffered in 
torture S;i years to win the love of this 
world. As often princesses at their very 
birth are pledged in treaty of marriage 
to princes or kings of earth, so this na- 
tion at its birth was pledged to Christ 
for Divine marriage. 


Before Columbus and his 120 men em- 


barked on the Santa Maria, the Pinta 
and the Nina for their wonderful voy- 
age, what was the last thing they did? 
'I hey sat down and took the holy sac- 
rament of the Lord Jesus Christ. After 
they caught the first sight of this coun- 
try and the gun of one ship had an- 
nounced it to the other vessels that land 
had been discovered, what was the song 
that went up from all the three decks'? 
"Gloria in Kxcelsis." After Columbus 
and his 130 men had stepped from the 
ship's deck to the solid ground, what 
did they do? They all knelt and con- 
secrated the new world to God. What 
did the Huguenots do after they landed 


ing 'hetu to cross the sea. Sonic of 
them luid Christ in the steerage :iH 
across the waves, and they will have 
Christ in tbe rail trains which at five 
o'clock every afternoon start for the 
great west. They are being taken by 
the commission of emigration in New 
York, token from the vessels,, protected 
from tht Shylocks and sharpers, and, 
in the name of God and humanity, 
passed on to their 
destination, and 


there they will turn your wilderness in- 
fo gardens, if you At ill build for them 
churches and 
establish

tchooVs and send to them Christian mis- 
sionaries. 


While some people may stand back 


at the gates of the city saying: "Stay 
back!" to foreign populations, I press 
«nt as far beyond those gates as i'can 
press out beyond them and beckon to 
foreign nations, saying: "Come, come, 
all ye people who are honest and in- 
dustrious and God loving!" But soy 
jou: "1 am so atraid that they will 
bring their prejudices for foreign gov- 
ernments and plant them here." Ab- 
surd. They are hick of the governments 
that have oppressed them, and they 
want free America! Give them the 
great gospel of welcome. 
Throw 


around them all Christian hospitalities. 
They will add their industry and hard 
earned wages to this country, and then 
vte will dedicate all to Christ and "thy 
land shall be married." Hut where 
shall the marriage altar be? Let it be 
the Rocky mountains, when, through 
artificial and mighty irrigation, all 
their tops shall be covered, at, they will 
be, with Vineyards and orchards ami 
grain fields. Then let the Bostons and 
the New Yorks and the Charlestons of 
the Pacific coast come to the marriage 
altar on one side, and then let the Bos- 
tons and the New Yorks and the 
Charlestons on the Atlantic coast come 
to the marriage altar on the other s>ide, 
and there between them let thib bride 
of nations kneel, and then if the organ 
of the loudest thunders that ever shook 
the Sierra Nevadas on the one side or 
mo\ed the foundations of the Alle-

iar with his works—"The Choir Invisi- 
ble," "A Kentucky Cardinal," "After- 
math," "Summer In Arcady" and other 
stories, but of bis characteristics and 
personality comparatively little seems 
to be generally known. It is of these 
particularly that I write. 


James Lane Allen is a native of Ken- 


tucky, the descendant of generations of 
country gentlemen, and was born and 
reared in the "blue grass" country, 
which Kentnckians insist produces the 
noblest men, the most beautiful women 
and the finest horses in the world. 


His ancestry leads back, on his fa- 


ther's side, to Colonel William Payne 
of Virginia, an office!- of the Revolu- 
tion. On his mother's to Pennsylvania 
Scotch-Irish stock of the same period. 


His mother, from whom be inherited 


much of that grace and tenderness 
which characterized the life pictures 
his pen has so exquisitely portrayed, 
was a woman of rare charms and high 
intellectual qualities. From his earli- 
est childhood he was much in her so- 
ciety. She was his first teacher. 


As a boy he developed a taste for 


reading, which was carefully fostered 
and directed by his mother, whoso gen- 
tle and refining influence is in later 
years shown in his published works and 
to whom he pays reverential tribute in 
their dedication. 


Being much alone in boyhood, he 


spent his days with books or in the 
woods and fields, where a deep love 
grew unconsciously within him for the 
gentle landscapes which he has ,so de- 
lightfully painted in story and sketch. 


Of the world ontsicio he knew but lit- 


tle until lie was sent to the Kentucky 
university, once Transylvania univer- 
sity, the first college founded west of the 
Alieghaiiie-i and dining the lust three- 
quarters of a century the alma mater 
of many distinguished men. He devot- 
ed himself especially to the study of the 
classics, and when he received his de- 
gree of master of arts ho was accounted 
one of the most proficient Greek and 
Latin scholars in the country. 


It was originally his purpose to fit 


himself for a professorship in classics; 
but, .as he himself says, "liking college 
work less and literature,more," he gave 
up teaching, to which he had been com-' 
pelled to resort for a livelihood, owing 
to financial reverses of his father, and 
begun his career in letters, which was 
to be his life work and which happily 
is not yet finished, though a high meas- 
ure of success has been attained. 


Though the literary work of James 


Lane Allen was begun with inatnrer 
powers and wider culture than most 
writers exhibit in their first publica- 
tions, he did not at the outset find suc- 
cess in literature a primrose path. He 
was destined to know the pang of hav- 
ing his manuscript rejected when his 
finances were at a low ebb. But merit 
such as bis could not long go unreward- 
ed. His first notable work was a series 
of mtfgazine articles on the "Blue Grass 
Region." The field was new, the work 
was fresh, and the ability of thp writer 
was recognized. Then followed stories 
and sketches, nearly all of which had a 
background 
of Kentucky landscape, 


and running through them was a thread 
of Kentucky history and incident. 


The first of Mr. Allen's stories to at- 


tract wide attention was "John Gray," 
which was subsequently rewritten and 
amplified, the title being changed to 
"The Choir Invisible." This titlo was 
suggested by this couplet from George 
Eliot's famous poem: 


So shnll I join tin- choir invisible 
Viliosti imi«.)c K flip Kindness of the world. 
"The Choir Invisible" is perhaps Mr. 


Allen's most popular work of fiction 
and has been most widely lead and ad- 
mired, by women of culture and refine- 
ment. 


James Lnr.o Allen is now about nO 


years of age, tall and handsome, genial, 
Companionable and kind hrnrtcd. In him 
aro happily blended the qualities of the 
true gentleman—strength and gentle- 
ness.

When served in 
individual dishes, either silver or earth- 
enware, place in the receptacle a num- 
ber of crabs; sprinkle with salt and 
pepper, a tablespoonfnl of Parmesan 
cheese and a few bread crumbs over 
tho cheese. Pour over them a teaspoon- 
ful of melted butter and bake to a 
light brown in a hot oven. A favorite 
manner of serving them is to dip them 
in milk, then roll them in flour and fry 
for one minute in hot fat. Servo on a 
hot napkin with lemon.

Food From Fun In. 


No doubt some of tho readers 


experienced difficulty in raising chicks 
in the same yard with hens, which re- 
sulted in tho chicks being crowded out 
at mealtimes and being pecked by tho 
hens. They were afraid to go among 
them, the chicks securing only the food 
not dobired by tho hens. In the illus- 
tration No. I shows a box into which 
the chicks can go at any time to feed, 


and the hens cannot get to them at all. 
The box is made of 1C foot board, 13 
inches wide, the hoaid being cut into 
four pieces, each piece four feet long. 
and nailed together. The box has no 
bottom, but tho top is covered with 
lath, the Mdes having holes that admit 
tho cliiclts and exclude, tbo hens. By 
having tho IHA bottomless it may bo 
moved from place to place, thus avoid- 
ing filth. 


A cheap coop for a ben and a brood 


of young chicks miiv be made of an or- 
ilinary large cheese box, as shown in 
No. 2. If tho box is not deep enough, 
two of them may be fastened together. 
It is only intended for use during the 
first few days of the chicks, as tho box 
would not nnswir lor tho bun during 
tiny length of time, the room being too 
restricted. It serves well for summer 
use, as it is cool and can le cleaned or 
moved easily. Simply mark the box all 
around into strips about two inches 
wide and cut out each alternate strip. 
The object of tho contrivance is to en- 
able one to prepare a coop in a short 
time and at almost no cost. As tho 
chicks will be removed after they aro 
large enough to run about, tho conp 
may then be used for the nest young 
brood. 


More properly No. 3 may be termed 


a cover for tho feed dish or it may bo 
made, larger for confining a hen, the 
chicks to run in and out. Simply at- 


tach a handle to an old basket or n bos 
of any kind and make entrance boles of 
u diameter just sufficient to permit 
young chicks to run in and out. The 
bottom of the basket or box should first 
bo removed. 


Tho object is that when feeding 


young chicks their fi,ud may be so cov- 
ered as to protect it from larger chicks 
or fowls, while the chicks e;m help 
themselves unmolested.—Poultry Keep- 
er Illustrator

TO TELL A DIAMOND. 


How

the True From 


There nro three ways in which n& 


amateur can till whether or not a dia- 
mond is real. First boil the stone in 
boracic acid to preserve the polish on 
the surface of the stone. Heat the jewel 
in a gas flame and dip it in cold water 
while, hot. If it is a diamond, it will 
stand the test without cracking to 
pieces. If cryi-tal, it will shatter and 
crumble into Jittln balk 


Take u cup of water (a black cup, 


gutta percha or any dark stone cup is 
best) and drop two ctnnes into tbo.wa- 
ter, the one a dinn.ond or a supposed 
diamond and tho other what is known 
to be the ordinary crystal. Tho dia- 
mond, if a tine one, will shine a clear 
white through tin; water and will bo 
clearly visible, while the other stone 
will blend with (lie water in snch a 
way as to bu alniu&t imperceptible in 
the water. 


Take a smfare of striped cloth or pa- 


per-—red and white stripes are tho beat 
—and pass the atone slowly over the 
surface. If the colors show through the 
stone, it ia ciystal. A diamond will not 
show the varieties cf color, but will 
look the saimi over the red as over the 
white stripes 
Of courpe these teats are 


only for amateurs. There aro numer- 
ous chemical ict-if made use of by ex- 
port diamond dealers, but these could 
not be lined by any one not an expert 
on tho subject

The tutted State* Feeding Native 


Women and Children While the la- 
•urgent* Shoot Down Onr Soldier*. 
Grcw*o«te Scene* In Pnco Cemetery. 


, 
[Special Correspondence.] 


MANILA, April 17.—While Aguinal- 


do's motley crew is shooting down ite 
soldiers from behind trees and skipping 
forward like fleas before the American 
advance, the great aud generous United 
Staiea government is feeding the starv- 
ing Filipinos whom the insurrection 
has left destitute. The native men are 
Arced into the insurgent army as it re- 
treats, their food is taken, their hnts 
are set on fire and the women and chil- 
dren left to starve or shift for them- 
•elves like superfluous cats. The United 
States army gathers these up as it pro- 
ceeds, brings them into Manila and 
feeds and shelters them. Besides this, 


• the American authorities are distribut- 


ing cargoes of rice among the destitute 
natives in provinces outside of Manila. 


FIL1PIHO HONEY AUD, 


Agninaldo has cut off their subsistence. 
These natives in outside provinces are 
reported anxious to come under the 
*helteri|g folds of the American flag. 


It is not known certainly to tbig.day, 


probably never will be known, whether 
the Insurrection broke loose as the r«- 
snlt of a carefully laid plot or merely 
aa the spontaneous culmination of mis- 
guided Filipino ambition. It was sud- 
den and not generally looked for. That 
rincii la certain. A company of Ameri- 
can regulars on doty fkt one of the ex 
treme ontpoata observed all at once a 
man in the uniform of a Vlipino ser- 
geant running front house to house 
among the natives. He seemed in n 
state of strong excitement. They watch- 
ed him. Soon shots were heard. Imme- 
diately the general call to arms rang 
ominously through all Manila.! This 
was between 8 and 9 o'clock the night 
of Saturday, Feb. 4. 


The effect was electrical Soldiers off 


duty and bent on pleasure in the city 
rushed pellmell to quarters. In the 
streets our men knocked the native cab 
drivers and coachmen, off their perches, 
«eize& their conveyances and tore like 
Jeh« to camp. For the next 94 hours 
there was as hot a time in this old 
town of Manila as any city ever saw. 
In less than no time a skirmish line of 
eoldiera standing four feet apart was 
thrown ont around the whole city. It 
was actually 21 miles long. Fire, shoot, 
punch, prod, club, was the order of the 
day wherever a hostile Filipino showed 
his head. Many of our soldiers remained 
on duty 18 solid houra engaged in busi- 
ness like this. When the shades of even- 
ing fell on Sunday, Feb. 5, 2,500 hap- 
less Filipinos lay dead and wounded in 
and about Manila. 
Here ended Mr. 


Agninaldo's first lesson. 


With scarcely a day's intermission 


'$he lesson has been continued ever since. 
Even to those administering it the coat 
' has been faavy. We may hope that by 
the time this reaches my readers the 
eiory of blood and death will be ended. 


It probably would not have continued 


BO long only that Agninaldo has with 
hint those who know more of fighting 
than he does. He has in his camp sol- 
diers from the late Spanish army. Many 
of these were caught and forced with 
a gun at their heads to join his army. 
To the shame of their country it must 
also be recorded that the insurgent 
leader has among his counselor* two or 
three tnen who formerly belonged to 
the American army. They had been 
dishonorably discharged from our ranks. 
Burning with rage and the desire for 
revenge, they went over to Agninaldo. 
Perhaps there was not much else left 
for them to do. 


A ghastly tale Is told of an American 


sergeant of artillery who thus turned 
agains't his own comrades and country. 
He Was one of the few discharged for 
reasons not creditable. He walked into 
the welcoming lines of the rebels and 
was immediately made an'artillery offi- 
cer of considerable rank. After one of 
the fights in the vicinity of Malolos his 
former comrades found him dead on 
the field in his Filipino uniform, his 
body frightfully shattered. He went 
straight to the doom he had earned for 
himself. I do not know his name, and I 
ain glad of it. May his mother remain 
forever in ignorance of his fate! 


How many men Agninqldo has it is 


bird to say.' One estimate puts the 
number as high as 100,000. If he ever 
bad so many, he has them no longer. 
tie has raked and •craped the earth for 
them. Doubtless yon at borne have read 
that large tale ot bow Manila was laid 
in uh* by the laswgMU Th« only 


firing of Manila was done by tbe Amer- 
ican soldif rs under orders. To tbe east 
of tb« main city was a large collection 
of native huts. From this neighborhood 
came frequent hostile shots. Tbe order 
was given to fire the village aud clean 
it out. The men who lived there fled to 
tho army. Since that time there has 
be«ti a marked thinning ont of Filipinos 
in Manila. 


Among the dead of the Filipino force 


our soldiers have occasionally come upon 
the bodies of Chinamen, poor wretches 
lying with their toes turned np and 
their cues wrapped aronnd their shaven 
skulls. These were men of peace, in- 
offensive washermen, vegetable 
gar- 


deners aud peddlers, forced with gnn 
and knife to swell the ranks of Agut- 
ualdo's host. The idea would be laugh- 
able only for the sadness of it. Any- 
thing in this life tbe Chinaman can do 
except stand up aud be flred at. There 
he becomes the merest rabbit. His forte 
is to eaiu money. He will even face 
danger in this favorite pursuit if he is 
not actually obliged to play soldier 
Many Chinamen are attached to our 
army as hospital servants. In this ca- 
pacity they must gather up the wound- 
ed upon the field and carry them to 
hospital. Here us always they are faith- 
ful to the duty they are paid to per- 
form. 
They even show considerable 


bravery in darting out under open fire 
•and bringing in the woucded. 


But standing up still and being shot 


at under orders—no I Excuse John, if 
you please. I have even heard that 
when he goes into battle he drops upon 
his knees and beseeches joss to bring 
him ont alive. 


Impelled equally by ignorani> and 


desperntion Agninaldo goes on to hia 
fate. 
H« and his Chino-Philippine ad- 


visers cause stupendous lies to be cir- 
culated among his men. The most gift- 
ed artist in the field of sensational 
journalistic lying would turn green 
with envy before the efforts of Agui- 
naldo's newspaper men. After our oc- 
cupation of Malolos, the alleged capi- 
tal of the insurgents, some of the nol- 
dicrs picked up copies of a paper print- 
ed in Spanish and purporting to give a 
report of the fight of the day before, 
In thut remarkable report it was "essti- 
matcd"—observe that fishy and familiar 
word "estimated"—that the Ameri- 
canos had 28,000 men engaged in the 
given scrimmage and that of these they 
lost not less than 5,000—5,000 out of 
28,000! The report ended with the fol- 
lowing remarkable observations printed 
in scare lines: "Hurrah for the Army 
Filipino! 'Rah for our general 
in 


Jesus!" 


Odd scones the American soldier 


stumbles on here. To them soldiering 
in the Philippines will be a liberal educa- 
tion. One of these queer sights to be seen 
hero is at the Paco cemetery. The Span- 
ish priests made the Filipinos pay their 
way even after they were dead. In the 
Paco cemetery the body of a departed 
native was allowed to rest peacefully 
in a grave so long as his surviving rela- 
tives paid n stated sum regularly. His 
body being at rest, his eonl was conse- 
quently likewise nt peace. 


If, however, the tax was skipped or 


neglected at tho appointed time, then 
tho poor creature's bones were inhos- 
pitably hustled out of the earth and 
ignoininiously cast upon the common 
heap. Thenceforward the defunct one's 
soul wanders through the shades of 
purgatory in everlasting distress. It 
looks as if the dead and gone Filipinos 
deposited in this heap would-have a 
rough time getting their bones together 
on resurrection day. 


The river Pasig flows through Ma- 


nila and is crossed by bridges. The 
wealthiest place of its size in the is- 
lands is said to have been the town of 
Pasig, a suburb of Manila a few miles 
out. It was occupied recently by our 
troops, the rebels and the remaining 
townspeople hurrying out in hot haste. 
Your oriental has no faith in banks 
Chinaman, Hindoo, Jap or Malay, he 
buries his inoney in the ground in an 
earthen jar.

CHICAGO, May 80.— The appointment 


by Governor Tanner of a commission to 
inspect the Chicago drainage canal and 
outlet and the issuance by Secretary of 
War Alger of an order permitting tte 
sewage to be turned into the channel 
through which it will be conveyed to 
the Illinois river and thence to the Mis- 
sissippi, give promise that the day of 
Chicago's deliverance from unwhole- 
some aud nauseating odors is near at 
baud. 


The construction of the Chicago drain- 


age canal haa been a work of great mag- 
nitude and of equally grent necessity, 
and the people of this city are corre- 
spondingly elated over the approaching 
consummation of tlie enterprise 
The 


outlet ia through the Chicago, the Des- 
plaines and the Illinois rivers into the 
Mississippi. As the rivers are controlled 
by the federal government, it was neces- 
sary to secure an act of congress per- 
mitting the use of tin >-ii streams as an 
outlet for Chicago's newfi« 
The act 


required that the channel should be of 
such capacity and size as topiodnceand 
maintain at all times a flow of not less 
than 800,000 cubic feet of water a min- 
ute, with a current not exceeding three 
miles an hour. This flow was based on 
a population of 1,500,000 within the 
liii'lts f;f tho Chicago sanitary district, 
which win defined in the act. The lines 
of this di.-tiic t. however, arc not coos- 
tensive with the Ijoundiirica of the city. 


The drainage board, which has had 


charge of the great enterprise, is confi- 
dent that it has faithfully complied 
with the requirements of the law in the 
construction of the channel, providing 
the requisite volume of water to carry 
off and dilute the sewage so that it will 
not contaminate the rivers through 
which it passes. 


There is, however, one provision of 


the act which may causa friction be- 
tween the diainage board and tie state 
inspectors. It is this: 


"If the population of the district 


draining into such channel shall at any 
time exceed 1,500,000, such channel 
shall be made and kept of such capacity 
that it will produce and maintain a 
continuous flow'of net less than 20,000 
cubic feet of water a minute for each 
100,000 of the population." 


Although Chicago's population con- 


siderably outnumbers 1,500,000, it is 


What Aldace P. Walker Think* 


the Future of the Territory.

asserted by tbe drainage board that the 
population within the sanitary district 
will fall much short of that figure and 
that, therefore, the proviso need not rft 
present be taken into consideration. 
The inspectors may take a different 
view. As Chicago has not had a reliable 
census since 1880 the question involved 
will be a rather knotty one. 


The clause in the Chicago sewerage 


act, which provides for the appoint- 
ment of state commissioners of inspec- 
tion, was inserted upon the demand of 
the people living in the Illinois river 
valley, who .feared that water would be 
contaminated and that the operations 
of the current might result in tho in- 
jury of fbeir property. The commis- 
sioners appointed, as required by the 
act, are residents of that valley, and it 
is their duty to see that the provisions 
of tho law safeguarding the interests 
of that territory are complied with. 
Tho commission'is to satisfy itself as to 
tho possibility of the danger to the Illi- 
nois river country from floods, which 
some people insist will result from the 
increasing flow of water. It is said that 
it will tulto the state commissioners un- 
til about the 1st of November to make 
its inspection. Tho drainage board an- 
nounces that if no unforeseen obstacles 
present thciuselves, the sewerage sys- 
tem will be opened by Dec. 1. 


It is intimated that St. Louis will ap- 


peal to congress against the use of the 
Mississippi as an outlet for Chicago's 
sewage on tho ground thnt its waters 
.will be polluted to an extent inimical to 
the health and comfort of that place, 
and it may he that a question of ri- 
parian' rights of national importance 
will ba involved. Chicago, however, 
contends thnt, with the great volume of 
pure water which is to he turned into 
the channel from Lake" Michigan, the 
rivers in question will be purified rath- 
er than contaminated. The sewage, ex- 
pert sanitary engineers insist, will be 
wholly dissipated in solution before it 
gets into the Illinois river and that 
danger to the Mississippi is entirely ont 
of the question. 


Tbe construction of the 
Chicago 


drainage canal is one of the most ex- 
tensive pieces of engineering work ac- 
complished during thin decade. These 
figures give some idea of its magnitude: 
It required the excavation of 27,427,861 
cnbic yards of material, much of it solid 
rock formation; the building of 283,526 
cubic yards of retaining wall and the 
construction of 69,772 cubic yards of 
l«vee. The cost of the work aggregate*

twice tho size of Iowa. Roughly speak- 
ing, the noitherly half may be called 
high Arizona and tho southerly half 
low Arizona. The southerly portion is 
low, hot and largely barren trom an 
agricultural point of view. The north- 
erly part it mountainous, with vast, 
high plains, interspersed with 
lofty 


mountain peaks. The Santa Fe Pacific 
railroad, one of the members of the 
Atchison, Topekft and Santa Fe system, 
runs through this ssction. 


"In this vast region tho summer tem- 


perature ia always cool, and tlio winters 
see frequent falls of snow, whidi, how- 
ever, are neither heavy nor persistent. 
Immense pine forests cover the hills aud 
mountains. The valleys and plains are 
well adapted to grazing purposes and 
contain multitudes of sheep and cattle, 


"The ordinary agricultural conditions 


of the east do not exist in Arizona. The 
average rainfall is light and cannot be 
depended upon for ihe raising of crops 
except in the mountainous regions. But 
the mountains'accumulate vast bodies 
of snow, which melt on the surface and 
percolate through the hills to .springs 
below, thus affording a water supply 
available for irrigation. This valuable 
possibility has not as yet been adequate* 
ly conserved. Tracts are found here and 
there which appear like gardens, show- 
ing that water will do when properly 
applied to the irrigation of the soil. In 
the Salt river valley in the vicinity of 
Phejiix these results are especially ap- 
parent. Large tracts of well watered 
lands are there to be seen, formerly cov- 
ered with sagebrush, but now bearing 
orange trees aud all other kinds of trop- 
ical fruits and • producing enormous 
quantities of alfalfa and of various 
kinds of grain. The valleys at the south- 
ern slope of the mountainous, region are 
all adapted to the purposes of irriga- 
tion, and the early future is sure to see 
them once more thickly populated.' 


"The irrigation of the in id regions of 


the west is still in its infancy. Its pos- 
sibilities aie almost beyond human com- 
putation. This subject should be taken 
in hand at once by the government of 
the United States, which still owns 
most of the lands. It is easily practica- 
ble for the government to utilize the 
revenues obtainable by the renting of 
pasturage and the selling of timber and 
land in tho construction of irrigation 
works which would furtil./o hundreds 
of thousands of acres now worthless 
and make them readily salable at at least 
$80 per acre from the start 


"The chief source of profit in Arizona 


has not yet been touched upon. I refer 
to its mineral wealth, The mountains 
carry frequent veins and deposits of 
valuable metals. Many gold mines of 
high grade are now profitably woiked. 
Silver ores abound, and the production 
of copper has of late assumed the great- 
est importance of qll. A vast deposit of 
copper ere appears to traverse the en- 
tire territory, from the giand canyon 
of tho Colorado on tho noith to tho re- 
public of Mexico on tho south. It is 
successfully worked on a very largo 
scale in the vicinity of Jriome among 
the mountains; of Globe, about the cen- 
ter of the territory, and of Bisbee, near 
the southern boundary. From the fa- 
mous United Verde mino lit Jerome, 
northerly across to tho growl canyon, 
the country ip now full of explorers and 
prospectors, all loaded with samples 
and anxious to open their mines. The 
development of a copper mine on a 
large scale requires much cash, but the 
results are so attractive thnt this indus- 
try is sure to increase enormously in 
the near future. The future success of 
the transcontinental mil ways is assured 
by reason of the untold wealth to be 
found in the mountains which they 
traverse. And in the judgment of those 
most conversant with the general situa- 
tion the territory of Arizona is tho one 
which promises the greatest results." 


Mr. Walker is a native of Vermont 


and received his education at Middle- 
bury college. He entered the Union 
army and rose to the rank of lieutenant 
colonel Then he became a lawyer and 
was associated with the late Elliott F. 
Shepard. Mr. Walker was appointed 
one of the original members of the in- 
terstate commerce commission and re- 
signed from that body to accept bis 
pMsent position with the Santa Fe rail 
road.

ward 
the 
lately discovered western 


Washington copper belt, about 50 miles 
northeast of this city. The principal 
lode thus far discovered ia near Index, 
on the Sultan river, in Snohouiish coun- 
ty. The ore averages 85 per cent copper, 
and besides being remarkably rich it ia 
believed that the deposits will be found 
to be extensive when the field has been 
more definitely defined, While a con- 
siderable quantity of ore has been taken 
out, enough at least to demonstrate the 
richness of the find, the district is in its 
infancy. A number of smelters have 
been erected, though tho work of reduc- 
ing the ore has not progressed far. The) 
Indes district is on the lino of the Great 
Northern railroad, and a score of pro 
ductive mines could be made Bhippeia 
in u few months. 


With the constantly increasing de- 


mand for copper, a copper mine is as 
good as a gold mine, and thy people 
here are expecting a decided boom to 
follow the prospecting along Sultan riv- 
er. The accessibility of the new copper 
belt and its proximity to Seattle, it is 
argued, are points favorable to its de- 
velopment.even though the oie wcio of 
a lunch lower grade 
As, of all the 


metals mined by man, only gold and 
copper have not Miffeied in demand by 
reason of overproduction, it i° not sur- 
prising that theio is great activity 
where these metals are found, or where 
there is « prospect of finding them, 
while there is stagnation in nearly all 
other mining enterprises. This condi- 
tion is duo imtiulv to the increased usue 
for copper in electrical and mechanical 
development" and for thu sheathing ol 
warships and tho making of cartridges. 


It is said that copper is being de- 


manded in greater quantities than it 
can be produced. I lead in a paper the 
other day that an English cartridge! 
factory had to shut down because it 
could not get a sufficient supply of cop- 
per to keep tho plant i mining. It is a 
commodity that the world must have, 
and the greater the advance in the line 
of electrical development the greater 
the demand for copper and brass. Thus 
there is likely to be no let up in copper 
mining, particularly as there is at this 
time less than 30,000 tons of copper in 
sight in the markets of the east to meet 
the world's great demands. 


The importance

Washington mines is shown in the fact 
that the great copper kings are anxious 
to secure holdings Here. Both Marcus 
Daly and Senator Elect W. A. Clarke, 
tbe rival Montana millionaires and 
their agents have been here scouring 
the district for desirable claims.

What tho effect of the combination 


will bo on the mining interests in this 
new copper district cannot, of course, 
bo definitely foretold; but, with present 
and piospectivo demands for this metal, 
thero does not seem to bo any clanger of 
a curtailing of mining developments 01 
any lessening of the efforts of the pros- 
pectors to find new fields or extend the 
bounds of old ones. 


The purpose of the great Copper trust, 


which was organized a few days ago in 
the east and known as the Amalgamat- 
ed company, is avowedly to control the 
price and output of tho copper of the 
woild. Nearly all of tho big producer? 
are in it, and most of tho valuable 
mines not heretofore controlled by them 
have been or are being gobbled up. It 
is said that the. $200,000,000 steel trust 
will be but a pygmy in comparison with 
tho copper combine when the latter gets 
fairly in motion. Behind it are the 
Rockefeller and all the Standard Oil 
company capitalists; J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan and other New York millionaires; 
the Boston copper magnates, half a doz- 
en of whom cannot count on tho finger? 
of one hand tho millions they have 
made in copper, besides Clarke and Daly 
and other western mino owners a;id 
operators. 


Once before nn attempt was inafte to 


control tho copper output of tho world, 
and it ended in a disaster that shook all 
Europe. It was only ten years ago that 
the Societedes Metaux of Palis exploit- 
ed its gigantic scheme for doubling the 
price of copper. The price was doubled, 
but only for a time. Then the crash 
came, and almost every one connected 
with it was overwhelmed. What will 
be the outcome of the present effort to 
control copper remains Id be seen. With 
onr little copper belt out here under the 
shadow of the Cascades we will watch 
the great game with interest.

The treaty of peace 


which Spain has signed put an end 
to that war, and now, looking only 


• to :the future, Spain desires that her 


relations with this republic may be 
as friendly os they were in times 
past, and from the days in ' which 
this country was struggling-to gain 
its independence. It is my task to 
contribute to the renewal of these 
relations, to strengthen them, and 
to draw them closer; and, in the dis- 
charge of it, I hope to be aided by 
the kindness and co-operation of 
your excellency and of your govern- 
ment." 


THE PRESIDENT'S RESPONSE. 
The president responded as follows: 
"Mr. Minister:—I receive with the 


greatest gratification the letter by 


', wbfch her majesty, the queen regent 


o\ f Spain, in the name of her .august 
tovn, King Alfonso XIII, has accred- 
iteuU you.near ]this government as en- 
voy! extraordinary and minister plen- 
ipotentiary. 


\ou will find, Mr. Minister, a cor- 
Lwelcome in' this country, 'not 


only from those whose friendship 
you acquired during your former resi- 
dence, but from all our people, who 
rejoice as I do at the renewal of the 
ancient bonds of amity which, with a 
brief interruption, have united our 
nations for more than one hundred 


ears, 
"That these friendly relations may 


bo confirmed and strengthened, to the 
advantage of both peoples, is my 
earnest wish, and I can assure you 
that every member of this govern- 
ment will heartily co-operate with 
you to that desirable end." 


It was noticeable that Due D'Arcos, 


in referring to the gratification with 
which Spain resumed the friendly re- 
lations with the United States that 
had existed for over 100 years, phiiii- 
ly said that these relations hiul been 
broken by war, while the president 
delicately spoke only of the relations 
interrupted for a short time. 


At the conclusion of the address 


the president stepped forward and 
shook hands cordially v/itb^ the new 
minister and they engaged in con- 
versation in a low tone for a minute 
or two. 


The president gracefully inquired 


after the health of the queen regent 
and the- king.
